f. Develop and maintain a current listing of
public and private services and programs available to
assist wards, principals, clients, personal
representatives, and their families and establish and
maintain relationships with public and private
entities to assure the availability of effective
substitute decision=making services for wards,
principals, clients, and estates.

Provide information and referrals to the public
regarding substitute decision=making services.

Provide personal representatives for estates
where a person is not available for that purpose.

i. Maintain statistical data on the local offices
including various methods of fundin%, the types of
services provided, and the demographics of the wards,
principals, clients, and decedents and report to the
general assembly on or before November 1, annually,
regarding the local offices and recommend any
appropriate legislative action.

Jj- Develop, in cooperation with the judicial
council as established in section 602.1202, a
substitute decision=maker education and trainin
program. The program may be offered to both public
and private substitute decision makers. The state
office shall establish a curriculum committee, which
includes but is not limited to probate judges, to
develop the education and training program.

4. The state office may do any of the following:

a. Accept and receive gifts, grants, or donations
from any public or private entity in support of the
state office.

b. Accept the services of individual volunteers
and volunteer organizations.

c. Employ staff necessary to administer the state
office and enter into contracts as necessary.
